A genial man with gentle manners and 
a nire dry sense of humor, Mr. Hart united 
me into hi.* "studio"' when I arrived the 
next day to look at his hats. 

The "studio" was an old wooden shed 
crammed with boxes of hats and feathers, 
dyes and rontons, and faded photographs 
of Mr, Hart taken when he lectured to 
students years agu at ihe Adelaide School 
of Mines 011 how to dress poultry. 

Appropriately, a fowl run adjoined the 
shed. 

Outside in the sumhitir. with the fowls 
cackling, sivid red tufts of lurkcv Hull 
bona in a neat ros* on a line waving in 
the hreeyc. 

Mr. Hart showed me more leathers turn- 
iiig a pinky- red in a huge put erf dye.

^RTHUR MILLER rewrote his short amy "The Misfits" as a 
screenplay for his wife, Marilyn Monroe. The original was a taw 
episode in the lives of three men — misfits who cannot bear the conven- 
tional idea of working for wages and who prefer lo scrape along on odd 
jobs between hunting wild hones in the Nevada mountains by truck 
and plane in order to sell them for butchering; Roslyn, the well-to-do 
divorcee, was a shadowy background figure. 

In the screenplay, divorcee Roslyn (Marilyn Monroe) is the fore- 
ground figure, desired by all three men, Cuido {Eli Walfach), Perce 
(Montgomery Clift), and Gay (Clark Gable). Roslyn herself is a 
misfit, rebelling against the loneliness and restrictions of a conventional 
marriage.

JAMES BOND said: Tve Always thought -that 
if I ever married I would marry an air 
iKntrs." The dinner party bad been rather 
sticky, and now that the other two guests 
hnd left accompanied by the A-D.C. Co catch 
their plane, the Governor and Bond were sitting 
together on a chintzy sofa in the large Office 
of Works furnished drawing-room, trying to make 
conversation, Bond had a sharp tense of the 
ridirulouji. !!- was never comfortable sitting 
deep in soft cushions. He preferred to sit up in 
a n:i I idly upholstered armchair with his feet firmly 
on the ground. 

And he felt foolish sitting with an elderly 
bachrlor on this bed of rose chintz gazing at 
the coffee and liqueurs on the low tablr between 
their outstretched feet. There was something 
clubbable, intimate, even rather feminine, about 
the scene, and none of these atmospheres was 
appropriate, 

Bond didn't like* Nassau. Everyone was too 
rich. The winter visitors and the residents who 
had houses on the island talked of nothing hut 
their money, Their diseases, and their servant 
problems They didn't even gossip well. There 
wai nothing to gossip about. The winter crowd 
were all tnn old to have love affairs, and, like 
most rich people, too cautious to say anything 
malicious about their neighbors. 

The Harvey Millers, the couple that had just 
leTt, were typical— a pleasant, rather dull Can- 
adian millionaire, who had gat into Natural Gas 
early on and stayed with it. and his pretty chat- 
terbox of a wife.

If anything, 
his sympathies were with the rebels, but the 
Government had a big export programme with 
Cuba in exchange for taking more Cuban sugai 
than they wanted, and a minor condition of the 
deal was that Britain should not give aid m 
comfort to the Cuban rebels. Bond had found 
out about the two big cabin cruisers that werr 
being fitted out for (he job, and rather than 
make arrests when they were about to sail, thu* 
causing an incident, he had chosen a very dark 
night and crept up on the boats in a polio 
launch.

JTHE string tjuartrt, consisting uf two violins, a viola, ami cello, 
is generally reckoned to be the ideal combination for 
lumber musk. It makes u perfectly balanced ''miniature 
jrchestra," which can develop musical Idras more intensely 
.ind intimately — though las colorfully — than the lull 
orchestra. 

Nearly every serious imuiu»rM.il composer since lire time 
ol Haydn has written string quartets, and many have used 
:lir fonn for their most profound and personal music. 

Many people would include Beethoven among the composers 
who committed their finr-St music to the string quartet. Cer- 
-.ainly his 17 quartets contain some of his ninct muvuig and 
-trikiripx inspirations and give a cuniplete picture of his musical 
life." 

They range from the relatively simple but appealing quartets 
of his Opus IR (most of them written before he was 30), which 
□How thr Myle df Haydn and Mozart, to the great and powerful 
quarters written in his last years. 

It is now possible to obtain the complete Beethoven string 
quartets on rrcord "by instalments" through The Record 
Society , which issues a Beethoven quartet record every second 
month.
